Robert Sidney, ballet choreographer — 
"TV will give classical dancing 
a shot in the leg/' 



On the first Jimmy Durante Show last 
fall, the “Schnozz ' stalked out on the 
stage, glared at one of the cameras, and 
said, “Dis is da only TV show widdout 
a ballet! ” 

Jimmy was only partially right. There 
are a lot of TV shows that can’t fit 
a ballet in anywhere, but most every 
show that can find room for dancing, 
manages some kind of ballet. In the past 
few years. Ballet has swept the country. 
Few Broadway shows are without it, 
and most movie musicals have pressed 
it to their celluloid bosoms. It’s “de 
rigeur"—a must on the menu. 

Robert Sidney, in charge of ballet 
for the “Ford Festival" on Thursday 
nights, (9 p.m.) has some very definite 
ideas on ballet. 

‘Many critics have claimed the public 
doesn't have to think anymore now that 
we have TV. But they have overlooked 
one aspect of TV-ballet. Viewing the 
dance on television," Sidney .says, "calls 
for as much use of the imagination a.s 
radio ever did. In radio, the listener has 


to draw scenery and faces to fit his 
story. Watching a ballet pantomine on 
TV, the viewer’s imagination must create 
a setting that isn’t there, but the story 
line is open to many interpretations." 

How do you design dances for TV? 

"Well," says Sidney, "you first need 
a story line. Then you take your dancers 
and let their motions narrate the story." 

Recently on the "James Melton Show", 
there was a western ballet^supposed to 
be a simple skit of a dancer riding a 
horse and roping a steer. 

"That was what it was supposed to 
be,’’ explained the choreographer. "But 
many viewers gave it entirely different 
interpretations. Some people believed 
they were watching a whole herd of cat¬ 
tle. One man told me he looked on the 
dance as a mimic of his favorite west¬ 
ern hero. Still others came to the con¬ 
clusion they were seeing a rodeo per¬ 
former." 

"I had one important adjustment to 
make when I moved into TV from the

JIMMY OTLYNN 
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SAM LEVENSON 


The SAM LEVENSON SHOW prem¬ 
iere will take place on Sunday, May 
6 at 11:30 p,m. over WHAM - TV. 

Sam Levenson, ex-school teacher turn¬ 
ed comedian, has been making folks 
hold their sides with laughter in theatres 
and night dubs all over the country. 
He's a humorist who tells stories, not 
the usual brand of dog-eared jokes. 

His warm humor stems essentially 
from relationships with family and 
friends. Enjoying the stories along with 
his audience, he demolishes the theory 
that humor is based on man's inhumanity 
to man. "Affirmation and identification 
are what I'm after," he says. "If you 
get those from the audience, you don't 
need gags. I want humor that is true for 
my generation, basic to my time.” 

Sam. born in New York December 
3S. 1911. is the youngest of a family of 
seven boys and one girl. Of his sister 
he says, ' Does she know about men!” 

"We were as poor as church mice,” 
he adds, "but that didn't keep Mama 
from putting great store by culture, good 
cooking and cleanliness. I can still hear 


her saying as I started out for the gro¬ 
cery store a half block away. ‘Sammy, 
first you wash your ears. It might be 
you get run over by the ice wagon'. 
Papa insisted: ‘Work hard, get an cdU'^ 
cation, free yourself'.” 

As a boy. Levenson dreamed %^aguely 
of a career as a concert violinist, and 
although the family wa.s poor, it didn't 
prevent him from enjoying or educating 
himself. He studied his college textbooks 
while he pressed suits for his father* 
He can still play the violin with a Hour- 
ish, but Levenson gave up music. 

He got his B,A. degree from Brooklyn 
College, but doesn't have a sheepskin 
to prove it. Across the only photograph 
of Sam's college career is stamped, "This 
is a proof.” 

When Levenson decided to become a 
schoolteacher (he taught in New York 
high schools for 10 years), he told him¬ 
self "Levenson, you could starve' Yes. 
Levenson, you could starve, but you'll 
starve steadily.” He took the job. 

At the end of his first year of teaching, 
Levenson reviewed the term in a satiri¬ 
cal paper. Response was so great that

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“TILL DEATH DO US PART," an ex¬ 
citing drama by Tolstoi wllf be pre¬ 
sented on the Fourth Anniversary 
program of the Kraft TV Theatre, 
Wednesday^ May 9 beginning at 9 
o'clock over WHAM-TV, 

This be the 206th presentation 

since the program's debut on May 7th, 
1948. Since that first play 'Double 
Door" was televised, things like the co¬ 
axial cable and mass production of TV 
sets have trebled their original audience. 
Some 32,000 set owners have increa.'sed 
to eight or ten million now. 

The Kraft TV Theatre hii$ outgrown 
four studios, one a year, and now goes 
to 42 cities from NBCs largest studio, 
8 -H, recently remodeled at an expendi¬ 
ture of a million dollars. 

These 208 performances have featured 
stories by 138 different writers, ranging 
from Groucho Marx to Shakespeare. 
Comedies have led the list, with dramas, 
mysteries, and fantasies coming next in 
that order. Gradually the plays turned 
from all adaptations of older plays to 
modern classics and then to originals 
written just for the show. Fifteen of the 
25 plays submitted during the past year 
have been originals. One author, Joe 
Bates Smith, has written six plays es¬ 
pecially for the Kraft TV Theatre. 

A weekly TV dramatic show uses up 
actors at an alarming rate. More than 
300 actors and 636 different actresses 
plus 48 children and 20 live animals 
have been used in the four-year span of 
the program. 

Actors and actresses^/, 119 of them^ 
have been auditioned for roJes on the 
shows, and guest artists have filled more 
than 2tl00 parts. To prepare for the 
show, 132,849 man hours of work have 
been expended, and the total cost has 
run well over several millions of dollars. 

Script editors begin choosing manu¬ 
scripts a month in advance. Hundreds 
of stories are narrowed down to two 
or three, and the producer makes the 
final choice. The casting director takes 


over 13 days before showtime. Perfor¬ 
mers are chosen and rehearsals begin 
fiv^c days later. Not until the day of the 
performance do idiearsals go before the 
cameras on file set which cfirpenteiN 
have been building all week. 

The most difficult pi esc n tar Ion was 
"On Stage,” a television play-within-a- 
television play. The set used one group 
of cameras, stagehands, and performers 
as "props," while a duplicate group did 
the actual job of putting the show on 
the air. 

The toughest show from the stand¬ 
point of the makeup was the recent play 
called, "Of Famous Memory," The pow¬ 
der and putty jumi had fo ago Qnoeii 
Hi I za he til from a girl of 25 to an old 
woman of 75—in I he space of 60 min- 
utes. 

When the show made its debut the 
full hour comprised half of NBC-TV's 
New York daily schedule. At the time, 
no TV station was operating more than 
2 hours a day. Politics, incidentally, is 
the only thing that ever drove the Kraft 
.'?how off video. In June of 1948 a per¬ 
formance was cancelled to make room 
for the Democratic National Conv^ention 
telecast. 

The Kraft "TV riicatre i.s the oldest 
show on Video, and was the first dra¬ 
matic program to be carried over the 
Coaxial cable. 

During the past year, the program 
has given its audience several plays now 
scheduled for Broadway, One of them 
was "Gramercy Ghost ' w^hich will open 
on the Big Stem in two weeks, starring 
Sarah Churchill. 

Several KTT 'discoveriesvirtual un¬ 
knowns a few years ago, are now es¬ 
tablished stage and screen players, as 
well as seasoned video performers. Hol¬ 
lywood has hired beautiful Ann Francis 
who was .still in High School w^hen she 
made her TV debut in 1948. Many of 
the performers have made repeat per¬ 
formances on the show, with Vaughn 
Taylor holding the record. When the 
show gave its premiere performance

Part Two 


Doug Duke, organist extraordinary, 
made his first public debut at the age 
of 12, 

His audience was an auditorium full 
of pig tailed, gum-chewing moppets at 
Rochester's Public School No. 44. It was 
the school's weekly assembly, and the 
Entertainment Committee had tapped 
Doug for a solo spot. 

"It was the first time 1 had ever played 
in front of an audience that was listen¬ 
ing to me alone/’ Doug recalls with a 
wide grin. "You can write this down—^ 
I w^as scared to death, and when I walked 
out on the stage I was pretty sure every^ 
one else could hear my heart beating." 

What selection, did he favor the stu¬ 
dent body with on the school's battered 
pianos? "The tune was Annie Laurie , " 
Doug remembers. "Two choruses. The 
first was pretty much as written, but 
man!—that second chorusi That was my 
first original arrangement—my 'baby'— 
and I played it with variations/' 

That's how the pint-sis^ed pianist was 
introduced: "Doug Duke Playing 'Annie 
Laurie'—With Variations." 

"My fingers felt like lead that day,” 
the Duke remembers, "I guess it was 
the toughest "one-time shot' I ever did/' 
But if Duke's fingers were once lead, 
then an amazing chemical transformation 


has taken place since. It is said that 
Doug's ten talented digits are worth their 
weight in Ft. Knox beanbags. More than 
a little wampum has jingled into the 
Duke trouser pocket as a result of his 
'"variations,"" enough to amass an assort¬ 
ment of musical equipment valued at 
a cool $12,000. 

In addition, few performers. If their 
fingers really are lead ingots* would go 
to the expense Doug has of insuring each 
slender hand for a respectable $5,000. 

His formal debut behind him* and the 
shrill applause of his schoolhood chums 
ringing in his ears, Doug forged ahead 
with new confidence and vigor. 

His methods* however, were just a 
mite unorthodox. 

“When I was 15," Doug says* "I 
used to shinny out of my bedroom win¬ 
dow, after Mom and Dad were asleep, 
and make a beeline for the nightspots in 
town where big-name musicians were 
playing. I studied their style, and by 
many midnight gab fests was able to 
pick up considerable knowledge of jazz 
music, and how to put it across in show 
business/" 

These after-hour soirees with the 
cream of Jazzland brought Doug into 
speaking terms with such "greats ' as

One drizzly morning in the summer of 
1936, a dapper young man seated him¬ 
self before a microphone in the broad¬ 
casting studios of Station WSAY. 

As an Eastern sunrise broke through 
the overcast, he punched on his "an¬ 
nounce" button, and thereupon launched 
his voice and personality on a career 
that would one day lead him to the 
fabled "end of the rainbow" that arched 
itself over the city of Rochester that 
very moment. 

The young man was Mort Nusbaum, 
and before his first working day had 
ended, the sun had long set, the freshly- 
starched collar had wilted, a stubble of 
five o'clock shadow on his chin out¬ 
lined the weary wrinkles around his 
bloodshot eyes. 

Such were, and are, the rigors of 
radio work, and for Mort Nusbaum, who 
worked "so many hours we didn't count 
'em" that first year, the weekly pay 
check of $6.00 seemed to dissolve into 
an endless parade of cigarette stubs, 
empty coffee containers, aspirin tablets 
and No'Doze pills. 

A far, far cry from the well-entrench¬ 
ed Nusbaum of today whose name and 
voice are known to thousands, via the 
radio waves, who has just been selected 


to headline the new TV film jockey 
show, "Star Matinee/' and who cruises 
about town in his sleek black Cadillac 
sedan or who is often seen reclining in 
season on the mahogany deck of his 
handsome 2S-foot yacht. 

But milk and honey were not always 
present on the Nusbaum bill of fare. 
Like all good things. Mort's present suc¬ 
cess just "didn't happen"^it came about 
the hard way. 

Born in Rochester shortly after the 
war (he didn't say which one), Mort 
dampened his feel in the radio puddle 
while still a senior at the University of 
Rochester. The first all-college amateur 
hour broadcast over WHAM was a Nus¬ 
baum brainstorm and the show business 
bug took a healthy nip at Mort's bud¬ 
ding ego, "Radio." he recalls, "was for 
me." 

The lure of limelights led him from 
his graduation exercises in 1935 to the 
glamour of Broadway's legitimate stage. 
But the famed Avenue's lullaby played 
a discordant note in his life: he flopped 
miserably, went stone broke, returned to 
the less turbulent routines of the Flower 

City. 

At Station WHEC he free lanced a 
highly successful show until his switch

to WSAY later in the year when he 
went on a radio staff payroll for the 
first time. Mort was a hnstjer at WSAY 
as judged by his promotions* To witr 
announcer, chief announcer, program di¬ 


rector, sales manager, commercial man¬ 
ager, station manager. This in short 
months. 

The year 1944 found Mort back in 
NYC as the National Radio Director 
for 20th Century Fox Films. ‘This job 
was a very pleasant one-" Nusbaum re¬ 
calls. In addition to the routine task of 
writing, casting and producing alJ radio 
spot ads for 20th Century, Mort was 
obliged to entertain many of the studio's 
stars who stopped off in New York for 
a bit of business or entertainment. No 
one had to twist his arm on this assign¬ 
ment. 

"I guess IVe held practically every 
20 th Century actress in my arms/' he 
boasts with tongue-in-cheek. But, then, 
it was only while we were dancing.' 

Nice work if you can get it. And 
Mort got it. He also got himself a pro¬ 
motion to Station WQQW in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C,, tn 1947 as commerciaJ 
manager, but illness in the family 
brought him once again to Rochester in

One of the most popular 
talent hunts of its kind in that day, it 
played 26 weeks at the Paramount arfd 
13 at Rochester Radio City. 

A new morning show at WHAM 
edged out "Cinderella,” and Mort cudg- 
led his showwise brain for another ven¬ 
ture. He came up with “Your Best Bet,” 
purchased by Bond Clothes, Inc, which 
has enjoyed a highly successful run at 
several major theatres here. 

Two weeks ago Mort made bis video 
debut as host on "Star Matinee/' He

1 
asked him how it went, and from out 
in Hollywood came the voice of Frankie 
himself singing the first eight bars of 
the song. See what I mean?" 

Other Nusbaum high points include 
the time Vaughn Monroe played a tune 
on his coast-tO'Coast show that Mort 
had been plugging locally here In Roch¬ 
ester. The band leader not only named 
the tune, ' No One But You," but paid 
oral tribute to Mort for his amazing 
ability to pick 'hits" in the musical 
world. 

Similar recognition has come from 
"Variety,” the "bible" of show business 
vvhich has consistently listed Mort as 
one of the nation's top 24 disc jockeys 
for the last two years. 

''Probably my greatest thrill came the 
day I had the honor of introducing 
President Roosevelt," Mort recalls. "'It 
w^as the president's only appearance in 
this city, and my heart really thumped 
when T stood beside him at the New 
York Central depot and listened to his 
stirring speech." 

A several-time guest on the nation¬ 
wide Jack Berch show, Mort has re¬ 
ceived many letters from Rochester Gl's 
fighting in Korea where the program was 
short-w'aved by Overseas Armed Forces 
Radio. "It's a wonderful thrill hearing 
from those guys way out there." Mort 
says, "and from their letters it must be 
mighty nice to hear a voice from home 
^even if it has to be my somewhat 
nasal twang." 

That it must be. And not only for 
the Ghs, but also for the countless lis¬ 
teners and viewers who have come to 
know, enjoy and admire Mort Nusbaum 
^the star maker—who suddenly found 
himself to be the star.

the principal handed out a copy with 
each diploma. 

In the summer of 1939, he went along 
as emcee with an all-teacher orchestra, 
playing at a CatskilJ resort. In lieu of 
a salary, Levenson received free board 
for his wife, Esther Levine, a school- 
day sweetheart* whom he married on 
Christmas Day, 1936, The following 
summer another resort owner upped the 
bid to ’keep" plus $50.00, After that 
summer* the humorist compiled a mail¬ 
ing list and sent out circulars billing 
himself as "Sam Levenson* folk humor¬ 
ist/' In no time he had doubled his 
teaching salary by appearances at as¬ 
sorted gatherings. 

The Levenson touch in humor is mer¬ 
ciful. It is the kind of humor that stress- 
es the common bonds as well as the 
common foibles of all men. His son* 
Conrad, born January i, 1943 is a Cub 
Scout "I was going to be a Cub Scout 
too,'" says Levenson, "but when my 
father found out the uniform cost $12* 
he asked me to resign." 

Levenson retains the fresh charm of 
a man who finds life interesting, intrig¬ 
uing and humorous. He has had that at¬ 
titude from his boyhood, and now, when 
he earns more in a week than he once 
earned in a year* he shares it with his 
audience.
